Uniderstanding Ahat an act congeining 
the establishment of the Seat of Govern- 
ment for this Teritory had passed youn 
honorable bedy on the 1st inst, I sought 
for and obtained a copy what purports to 
be a copy of the act, and in the supposition 
that the paper fuinished me is a true copy, 
I propose to submit to your consideration 
a few observations,upon it The title is 
“An act to proyide for the sclection of 
places foi location and erection of Public 
Buildings, of the Terntory of Oregon ” 

The Ist section establishes the Scat of 
Government at Salem, in Manon county 

‘Phe 2d establishes the Penitentiary at 
Portland in Washington county, and the 
31d section establishes the University at 
Marysyille in Benton county. 

The 4th section names three gontlemen

Napoleon had become very strongly at- 
tached to his little grandcinid, the son of 
Hortense, and his brother, Lows, the King 
of Holland. The boy was extremely beau- 
tiful, and doveloped all these noble and: 
spitited traits of character which delight- 
ed the Emperor Napoleon had apparent- 
ly determined to make ths young Prince 
his hen. This was so generally the un- 
deistanding, both ın Prance and’in Hol- 
land, that Poenius Was quite at easg, and 
serene days agam onia upon her heart.
